But please, no spoofs with Jack Benny, 
Abbott and Costello. That didn't work last time. The script must be ready to produce - type double spaced, 
large enough for actors to read, all sound cues included (probably no music in this one). Try to keep cast 
to ten or less, although some actors can double in smaller parts. Obviously, some historical research will 
be necessary. For further guide re "You Are There” see John Dunning's "On the Air -The Encyclopedia 
of Old Time Radio". 

First prize in the contest is $200, and the script will be performed live at our 2004 convention.
